SUMMARY

The severance tax bond appropriation made in Subsection 328 of Section 22 of Chapter 110 of
Laws 2002 for $40.0 for building and infrastructure improvements at the Albuquerque Indian Cen-
ter is currently administered by the local government division of the department of finance and ad-
ministration. Senate Bill 8 reauthorizes the same tax bond appropriation to the Office of Indian Af-
fairs for administration by that agency.
